‘To shoot 100 glass balls, thrown by hand, and 
load his own gun, in 6 minutes. shoot 45 out of 50 glass 
balle thrown by hand, witb small bore rifle, cut horse 
hair in haJf with bullet, rifle reversed and shooting 
from the head; breaking 6 glass balls with one shot. 
each ball placed on the neck ofa bottle. with break- 
ing a bottle; break glass balls swinging on the end uv! 
two yards of strivg, sboot down the barrel of a pistol 
and break a glass ball; break an ordinary whisky 
bottle behind a log of wood a toot thick , split.a bullet 
on a knife blade and with each half break a glass 
standing on each side ofthe knite, etc. Capt, Fowler 
also shoots small objects out of bis lady attendaut's 
hands, mouth, etc.. besides laying on his back, and, 
without the aid ot a mirror, shoots a balk ‘bebind him, 
and fires 15 shots 1n 10 seconds, loaging afl tBe ume. 
No otber professor can accomplish as much ghooting 
and do half the same number of hits 1n sametime as 
Capt. Fowler. Most of these feats are dong with « 
small bore rifle, the rifle reversed and fired trom the 
forehead.

Disinterested Friendship. 


The developments made during the trial in the 
Quarter Sessions Court at Newark, of Moritz Neuhut, 
who was charged by his wife, Bertha Neubut, with in. 
filehty, have created quite a stir among the wealthy 
Hebrew people of Newark, according to the Sunday 
Mercury. Mr.anud Mrs. Neuhut moved in the highest 
society,aod Mr Neuhut was at one timea rabbi. 

The trouble bezan several weeks ago when Mr. Neu- 
hut returned to his handsome residence in Buudinot | 
streetand found the house stripped cf its best furni- 
ture and his wife and seventeen-year-old daughter 
gone tu live with some friends. He demanded their 
immediate return. They refused. He then begun legal 
proceedings for the recovery ot his furniture. | 

Atthis stage of the proceedings his wife had him | 
arrested for alleged immoral intimacy with a young 
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He finds his residence stripped. 


Woman named Mrs. Schumacher. The matter was 
brought before the grand jury and an indictment was 
found against Mr. Neubut and Mrs. Schumacher. The 
case was brought into the Quarter Sessions Court on 
Thursday morning before a special panel of jurors. 
The examination of witnesses occupied all of Thurs- 
day. Friday was devoted to the summing ap of the 
“ase by the lawyers and the charge of Judge Kirkpat- 
rick to the jury. 

Mrs. Neuhut, the complainant. is a tal!, stout lady, 
“ith gray hair. Sbe sat oeside Mr. Hood, ber counsel, 
alt through the trial. Mr. Neuhut. the busband, is a 
Slight built man with delicate features, appearing 
about thirty-five years old. Mrs. Annie Schumacher, 
who Was indicted with him in the complaint, 1s a de- 
"ldedly pretty woman about thirty years of age. She 
Sot petite figure, with light hair. She took. a deep 
interest in the proceedings and sat beside Mr. Neuhut

during the trial, conversing with him and giving hints 


to their lawyer, Mr. Kalisch. 

Mrs. Sarah Penn, when called to the witness stand, 
told the following story: ‘*I am a professional nurse; 
in the middie of August, 1884, I was called upon by 
Mr. Neuhut, who said he wanted me to attend to his 
wite, who was about to be contined. § was told to go 
to No. 88 Bruen street. ‘There 1 saw Mrs. Schumacher. 
I remained there ten days. Mr. Nehhut came three 
and four times every day and I always called bim Mr. 
Schumacher. He came in with Dr. Gedicke on the 
day the baby was born, and remained until be was 
shown the child, which was a female.” Mr. Samuel 
Kalisch, counsel for the defense, tried to shake the 
testimony of the witness by cross-examination, but 
failed, except in one instance, when Mrs. Penn stated 
first sue never before saw Mrs, Neubut and afterward 
admitted that she had met her several times recently 
and had talked over the case with her. Several other 
witnesses Were produced who stated they had fre- 
quently seen Mr. Neuhut in Mrs. Schumacher's house,

father of her child. 
A sensation was created in court bv the testimony 
given by Ada Neuhut, a-young woman seventeen

Miss Neuhut said 
that she and her mother had been told of her tather’s 
visits to Mrs. Schumacher, and she had watched him 
one day and saw him goin. On anoiher day she and 
her mother tollowed him and, when they saw hin 
enter with a latch Key, they rang the bell and the : er. 
vant who came te the door reiused toallow them to 2:0 
inside. They then went to the side door and bad just 
effected an entrance when ber tatber ran down the 
stairs and out of the front door. 

Anpie Martun,a bustling young woman, said she 
used to sit at her mother’s kitchen window and watcb

into Mrs. Schumacher’s house and frequently Saw Mr. 
Neuhut in the rooms. 

The crowd in the court, room strained thetr necks 
forward to catch every word when the defensé-placed 
Mrs. Schumaclicr on the stand. She said she was 
thirty years old and was married in 1874: that in Feb- 
ruary, 1884, she applied for and was gzanted_.a divorce 
against her husband, who, she said, deserted her. She 
said she had become acquainted with Mr. Neubut 
several years ago in New York, that he had been in- 
troduced to her as a gentleman and she always: tound 
him such. Her hushand, she said, was not to be 
trusted with money, and on several occasions she had 
given sums from $800 and downward to Mr, Neubut 
for him to invest for ber. She explained that his 
visits to her house were always about money matters. 
Under the fire of cross-examination she said Mr. Schu- 
macher was the father of her baby born in August, 
1884. Then the couusel asked her if she did not, in 
giving testimony in her divorce proceedings. state 
that her husband had left her in February, 1883. She 
admitted that she had given such tesfimony. — 

Mr. Neuhut testified that he was the proprietor ofa 
printing estadlishuient and bad married bis wite six 
teen years ago. She was his senior by several years. 
and by her extravagant manner ot living bad prevent- 
ed him from making any financial success. Tbat upto 
a few Syears ugo be had been araboi in a Jewish 
church, When his wite circulated ‘reports about him 
which compelled him to resizn from the church. He 
corroborated Mrs. Schumacher's testimony about 
taking care of her money. When the testimony was 
allin the court adjourned until Friday, when counsel 
summed up the case and Judge Kirkpatrick gave the 
charge to the jury. The jury remained out ‘for ten 
huurs and returned at 12:40 Satu.day morning witha 
verdict of guilty against botb Mr. Neuhut and Mrs. 
Schumacher. They willbe sentenced shortly.

The Hideous and Horrible Qutrages 


Perpetrated on the Lunatic Poor 
of the Garden City. 





At a recent investigation made of the Cook County 
(Chicago) Insane Asylum, Dr. J. G. Kiernan submitted 
a paper which charged tbat the food was not suitable 
for insane patients. The milk was sour, and bogs 
heads, uncleaned, were chopped up and used for food. 
No dietary list wes adopted, and scurvy was frequent 
from lack of vegetables. Tue meat frequently stank. 
The clothing was insufficient during 1883-4, as was the 
bedding. Medicines were at times bad during the fall 
of 1884. The attendants were permitted to administer 
restraint and remedies, whisky and sleeping potions. 
at thelr discretion, during 1883-4. The male employees 
were allowed keys to the female wards. The state- 


ment went on to say that tbe drug store was used asa | 


saloon, and on Sindavs became a caravansary. In 


1883-4 no control was put on visitors, nor is there now. | 
No record of restraint or the actions of the patients | 
was kept. The attendants were insufficient; they are | 


employees who are appointed for political reasons and 
bave not been tor a year past subject to the control of 
the medica! officers, and attendants guilty of offenses

bave been reinstated. Liquor has been too freely used, 
and intoxication has been tolerated and violence has 
been done patients. The superintendent seldom vis- 
ited the wards in 1883-4, and the first assistant, who 
was frequently drunk during the same period, was re- 
appointed in December, 1894. Medicines were prescrib 
ed by attendants. individual treatment being the ex- 
ception. The expenses of the asylum for 1883-4, for 597 
patients, amounted (to $170,000, and for 1884-5, with 567 
patients. $158,000 

Dr. Kiernan was called forthe first witness, and in 
his testimony he related the results of his investiga- 
tions during the time he was medical superintendent, 
by which he purposed to substantiate his charges. He 
found the asylum in a deplorable condition. Patients 
suftering from ulcers were in filthy quarters, their 
sores covered with maggots and dirty bandages. Isaac 
Boone, who had his foot amputated, was in this condi. 
tion and was in a bad state generally. He found a 
number ot patients in bed for want of clothing. The 
beds were unclean and the clotbes insufficient for 
warmth. 

The witness also said he found that a good ‘many pa- 
tients were inthe asvlum of whom no record of en- 
trance was made; in fact, the record which should 
have been kept of all incidents that occurred was 
entirely negiected. Violence the witness frequently 
saw, and one time on discharging an attendant named 
Conley for striking a patient he was promptly knocked 
down by the employee, 

In December, 1884, a new committee of charities was

appointed, of which Commissioner Van Pelt was chair- 
man, to whom the witness made complaint as to these 
abuses, and who always promised that the complaints 
would be attended to and would see his (the witness’) 
recommendations carried out, which promises were 
never kept. 

A patient by the name of Mrs. Tripp, Dr. Kiernan 
said, com mitted suicide in June, 1884, during the ab- 
sence of the attendant, who was expressly ordered to 
remain constantly with her. The witness ordered her 
discharge, which was promised but not done. Dr. 
Kiernan postponed giving fucther testimony unt) the 
afternoon session. 

Dr. Delia E. Hull, superintendent of the hospital at 
Kankakee, II1., was the next witness. Sbe was a physi- 
cian at the Cook County Asylum from May 1, 1884, to 
Feb. 1, 1885. 

Her testimony inthe main wasa corroboration of 








She experienced extreme diffi- 
cults in obtaining the food that was absolutely neces- 
sary for the health of the patients, especially milk and

Dr. Hull said she saw the attendants frequently 
drunk and most of the county commissioners drink- 
ing in the drug-room; also members of the grand jury. 

Unusual restraint was applied by the attendants at 
will, such as the straight-jacket, tied so tightly asto in- 
jure the patients. Among the attendants whom she 
saw abuse the patients were Miss Finerty, Mrs, Kelly, 
Miss Thornton and numerous others. 

She saw at onetime about fifteen female attendants

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HOW FIGHTING DOGS ARE TRAINED. 


“That's a fine bull-dog you have there,” said a Phila- 
delphia reporter to Pat Carroll a veteran sport, when 
he met the latter leading a strong-looking white dog 
witb black markings around bis left eye. 

‘*He’s no bull-dog '” exclaimed Pat, “he’s a bull-ter- 
rier. There ain't no more bull-dogs. the breed is ru 
out. The man who migbt own a full-bivoded buli-dog 
nowadays could make a little fortune out of his ser- 
vices as a breeder.. Those dogs with the broad muzzles: 
and heavy jaws that are commonly called bull-dogs 
are nothing more thap mongrels, and are no good as 
fighters. 

“TIT have trained fighting dogs tor near ly forty years,” 
continued Pat, “and the best fighters I ever saw were 
of a breed cailed ‘Blue Pauls.’ They were a mixture ot 
bull, terrier, aad grey-hound, The purest dog of the 
stock was owuved by an old blind man in Ireland called 
‘Blind Paul,’ and from him they took their name of 
‘Blue Pauls.’ Dogs of that breed were the longest 
stayers and best punishers J ever saw. Most of the 
dogs used nowadays are straight bull-terriers,-but they 
art sometimes crossed with pointers and greyhounds, 
the mixture of these bloods resulting generally in ter- 
rible punishers and good fighters. 

“But a fighting dog dves not last Jong. He has to 
put all bis work in about four years, that 1s, until he 
is about six years old. A dog is never tought by a 
man ef any judgment until he is about two years old, 
as he is too soft to stand punishment Now, some 
people have a cranky notion that a dog’s color will 
give away his fighting qualities. There’s nothin’ in it. 
T bave bad good and had fizhters of every color. Some 
have an idea that white dogs are the pluckiest, but 
they’re wrong—dead wrong. White dogsare no better 
than dogs of any other color, and are as apt to go 
wrong as any others. 

“Dogs are frequently matched for very heavy 





match a dog without first trying bis pluck and 
strength. This is done by giving bim a scrub fight on 
trial after a week or two of training. If he shows up 
well then a man is willing to risx a httle money on 
bim in a match fight. If he turns out no gund, get rid 
of him quick. When a match ‘smade then begins the 
training. The dog’s weight must be first reduced by 
the usual process of physicing and a diet of light food, | 





i such as calf's head, or sheep's head jelly mixed with | 
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stablebran. This dieting begins anout six weeks be. 
fore the fight, and is intended to put the dog in condi. 
tion to harden up witb work. 

“Anotber, and I think the best way to reduce a dog's 
weight is to give bim a good swim every day. [t re. 
duces a dog very rapidly and without injuring him ang 
‘he enjoys the swimming very much. When the do: 
bas been reduced to the trainer's liking he is worked 
and his diet is changed to more substantial food, suc}, 
as broiled beef or mutton, crackers and the like. The 
quantity of food is regulated by the trainer's judgment. 
the principal point to be watched being not to allow 
the dog to ‘spring up’ on you, tbat is, get too tat. 

“Working him is giving -him exercise that wil! 
Strengthen his legs and improve his wind. Different 
trainers have difterent methodsot working # dog, and 
all dogs will not take kindly to all kinds of work. The 
dog is worked with the ball, the wheel and the ‘pole 
and skin,’ and he is walked from eight to ten miles 
every morning, and the same distance in the after. 
noon. This walking a dog isthe hardest part of the 
“work, and the trainer must walk the 20 miles a day 
with the dog and must give bim a vigorous rubbing until 
his arms ache when he brings the dog in.

the very day of the fight. It won't do to let hin rest, 
or he will fatten up on you, as a dog tattens very 
quickly. 

*“ All dogs ain’t alike, but most of them fall in with 
the training first ratc. To see them you'd think they 
knew what it was all for,and are anxious to get in 
condition fora fight. Bite the trainer? did you say. 
Well, Ishould smile. I have been bitten often, but | 
don’t mind it. I have been bitten twice by dogs that 
had hydrophobia and it didn’t scare mea bit, nor did 
the disease ever attack me. These marks on my arm ? 
They were made by adog that I was training. He got 
excited and sunk bis teeth in them and I had to choke 
bim dead before he would let go.

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A TERRIBLE TALE. 

There has just come to light particulars of a family 
trouble in the town of Eden Prairie, Minn., tha:, tor a 
picture of human depravity. is seldom equalled. The 
facts are confined to the family of Michael Feldman, 
who bas had papers serve! upon his wife, Catherine 
Feldman, in an action for divorce. The parties are 
Germans, the plaintiff being thirty-four years of age 
and the woman twenty-three years otage. They were 
married Julv 24, 1882, and have lived with Feldman’s 
parents on 2 farm. 

The plaintiff alleges that on Nov. Ist, 1883, be first 
heard that his wife was guilty of adulterous conduct, 
which was ascertained from 4 confession by bis wife. 
He says that frequently she would make assaults on 
him, she being a large woman, and in one of their 
brawls sbe made the assertion that her child was 1lle- 
gitimate. Feldman, it is stated, had such confidence 
in his wife’s chastity, however, that even after this 
contession he believed her true and continued to live 
witb ber, notwithstanding that she offered to bring 
proof of the truth of her statements. The complaint 
further alleges that a few days later she reiterated ber 
statement as to her child’s illegitimacy, and said it 
was the issue of unlawtul intercourse with Feléman’s 
two brothers, or with ber own brother. John Dash. 
Things continued thus until the birth of her second 
child in September last, when she again made the 
confessions given. During the present montb the 
plaintiff alleges that the woman said tn his presence 
that John and Fredalin Feldman had been intimate 
with her. He therefore became convinced of her un- 
faithfulness and bad papers served, asking for a 
divorce and that the children be declared illegitimate. 

lt is stated that the woman expressed no surprise at 
the contents of the papers, and even confessed, when 
served, that the terrible allegations were true, even 
specifying Dec. 11, 1882, as the date when she had Inter 
course with her own brotber. She saysshbe could not 
prevent her relatives from carrying out their wishes. 
The wile of one of the Feldman brothers, who is im- 
plicated in the trouble, says she will bring a sult 
against bim for divorce if the charges are proven true. 

The next Monday morning Feldman discovered tnat 
several of his best eows were dead in the stable, and 
an analysis being made by Dr. Franklin, of Eden 
Prairie, it was tound that arsenic bad been given them 
As to who the guilty party or parties are is not knuwn 
and whether it has any connection with the scandal 
related 1s not xnown as yet.

I reached for it in- 
stinctively, and so quickly that when, upon opeging my 
eses wide enough to see the dim outline of a form 
st:nding at the toot of the bed, I had the weapon 
levelled at the obje@i. Without a second thought I 
pulled the trigger, presuming tbat the figare was that 
ofa burglar. The form ‘fell tothe floor without ut- 
tering so much as agroan. By this:time [ was wide 
awake and very naturally turned to reassure my wite 
in the-tull expectation of finding her at my side awake 
and frightened. She was not there. Youcan imagine 
for yourselt the horror that then. dawned upon me. [ 
could scarcely gather sufficient courage to get out of 
bed, and when I turned up the gas I found it was my 
wife that [ had shot.” 

Laver appears to be intensely aflected. by the trage- 
dy, but the incredulous comments to be heard on all 
sides are to the effect that he is dissembling.

intent, they recommended that Lauer be committed 
to the District Court for further investigaiion. He was 
accordingly charged with murder in the first degree 
and required to give $25,000-bail, which he furnished. 

Great indignation 1s expressed over Lauer’s release 
on bail in view of the fact that he 1s held on the charge 
of murder in the first degree. The district-attorney 18 
being severely censured, and now perceives that he 
has made a mistake. To repair it he will immediately 
call for a special Grand Jury to satisfy the public de- 
mand that the mys:ery be sifted to the bottom. 


ANOTHER SELF-CONFESSED MURDIRER. 


Four years ago Watson B. Smith, clerk of the 
United States Circuit Court, was tound ‘dead at 2 
o’clock in the murbing at the entrance of -his private 
office in the Federal Building, Omaha, Nev: His body 
lay in the curridor, and his key was in the lock. A 
bullet bad entered his head, and his brain was spat- 
tered over the wall. ‘The only excuse for his death 
was found in. some threatening letters he had received. 
He had been requiring the entorcement of the liguor 
law, and was cordially bated by saloon men, and the 
threatening letters were traced to them. A revolver 
was found partially up Smith’s breeches leg. From 
its presence some advanced the:theory of suicide. 

Two years ago John Pierson was convicted of ‘bur- 
zglary and sentenced to the penitentiary. . Three 
months ago be was sitting in front of his cel! talking 
with a: tellow-convict named Sutton. Said Pierson: 

“Did you know Kate Taylor of Omaha ?”’

“And did she ever ‘tell you how I. kilted: the old 
man?” 

* Yes, a little,” answered Sutton. anxious to ascer- 
tain facts of which he was entirely ignorant. Sutton 
laid the facts before the Warden. who put the two men 
together in a cell that Sutton might learn the story. 
{n casual conversation subsequently Sutton brought 
the matter: up, and Pierson, becoming alarmed, 
threatened bim with instant death in = case 
the matter was ever broached again. Sut- 
ton reported to the Warden and Pierson was 
called into the prison office, where a sensational 
account ot a murder, alleged to have ‘been clipped 
trom an Omaha paper, was read to Plerson, implicat- 
inz him in the crime. The ciipping bad been print- 
ed to obtain a confession, and it was successful, Pier- 
son telling the Warden that he killed Smith tn 
accordance with a contract with Jack Nugent, who 
ran a saloon and concert-house. Pierson said he 
was paid $300 for the deed. He recited details accu- 
rately, and said he laid a revolver beside the dead 
man tocreate the theory of suicide. Meanwhile all 
these facts were carefully guarded by the officers. 
Last week Pierson was brought here before the Fed- 
eral Grand Jury. He modified his confession, substi- 
tuting tor his own name that of a man named 
Groomes, a hard character, who died a little over a 
year ago.

Ike Williams, of Bridgeport, and Tom Ferguson, of 
Philadelphia, are to contend in a hard glove fight for a purse of $500 
a side, on Dec. 10. within 50 miles of New York. 


At Washington, D,C., on Nov. 20, John McAuliffe, the 
champion light-weight pugilist, added another victory to the many 
he has already gained. He beat Billy Young in 4 rounds. 


The boxing exhibition promoted for the benefit of Jim- 
wy Hurst, the Canadian boxer, at the Commercial Athletic Club, 
Boston, was not stopped simply from the fact that that there was to 
be a boxing show, but because Hurst failed to procure a license. 


Jimmy Kelly and Jerry Murphy, the champion box- 
ers, are doing athriving business across the watcr. They were at 
Belfast, Ireland, at last advices, billed as the ‘Police Gazette” 
champion boxers, and they attracted tremendous crowds and met 
with a grert reception. 


Sam Collyer, the well-known pugilist, who at one 
time was the light-weight champion pugilist of America, has again 
decided to enter the arena. Collyer hasa staunch backer who is 
eager to match him to meet all comers at 128 pounds for $1,000, and 
if there is any light-weight eager to ratify a match he will be quick.

A purse was offered for any man living that would box Ashton 
6 rounds according to ‘‘Police Gazette” rules, and Joe Denning, who 
stands 6 feet in height and weighs 205 pounds, agreed for a considera- 
tion to face Ashton. Sporting men from New York. Brooklyn, Phila- 
delphia and Baltimore journeyed to Washington by the Pennsy!- 
vania, Washington and Baltimore railroad, which is the quickest 
and best route to the Capital. passengers having every convenience. 
Ashton, with Billy Madden and the delegation from Baltimore, 
put up at the Harris House, while Denning made the Syracuse 
House his headquarters. On the 18th.sporting men from Alcx- 
andria, Norfolk and Petersburg. arrived and located at Dan 
© Brien's Hotel, while others put up at the St. Marc, Williard s 
and St. James. At night nearly 1,000 spectators filled the Comique, 
and the boxes, wings and stage was packed with the better class of 
sporting men. The manager announced that there would be a 
sparring contest between Joe Denning, the celebrated heavy- weight 
of New York, and Jack Ashton, a new candidate for pugilistic hon- 
ors, who is backed by Billy Madden, who trained Sullivan. In 
order to have the contest decided fairly Richard K. Fox was noti- 
fied to appoint a referee, and he selected William E. Harding, the 
sporting editor of this paper, to fil) that position. At 10:15 the 
ropes were put up. chalk sprinkled over the stage and the prelimi 

naries made for the contest. At 10:30 the curtain was rolled up 
and the pugilists entered the ring. Denning. dressed in full ring 
costume, selected the southwest side of the ring, while Ashton, 
also arrayed in white ring costume, occupied the northwest sid». 
Billy Madden seconded Ashton, while Johnny McAuliffe seconded 
Denning. At 10°32 it was announced that John Davis would be 
timekeeper. the referee refusing to act in that capacity, it being 
contrary to ‘Police Gazette’ rules. The conditions of the metch 
were then explained to the audience, and the referee at 10:35 P. M, 
ordered the men to the mark. 

Rounp 1—Denning weighed 25 pounds more than Ashton, and 
did not appear to have been properly trained. He. however. ap- 
pearcd confident that he would either conquer his formidable rival 
or do his best not to be conquered. Ashton is a strapping, well- 
formed, muscular specimen of humanity. and has the cut and ap- 
pearance of a pugilist. In front of Denning he looked like a full- 
grown boy. Denning led with his Jeft, but was short, and before 
he could recover Ashton dashed in his left, which landed like a stect 
trip-hammer on Dennings right shoulder. Sharp exchanges fol- 
lowed, and both men fought with great earnestness, Denning doing 
some straight left-hand hitting. All over the ring the men fought, 
Madden shouting ‘That is first rate sparring,” while both men 
were fighting like demons. The round ended with neither having 
any advantage. 

Rousp 2—This round was hot from the start, many heavy blows 
being exchangei. Ashton demonstrated his ability as a shoulder- 
hitter and got alittle the best of the round, although Denning on 
two occasions proved that he could hit straight from the shoulder. 
On time being calicd both men retiredto their corners. Denning 
was biceding from the mouth, whi. (Ashton s face displayed marks 
of Denning’s handiwork. 

Rounp 3—On time being called both men quickly faced the cen- 
ter of the ring. Denning assumed the offensive, but Ashton soon 
caused him to change his tactics, for he forced the fighting, drove 
Denning into the wings and proved that he was the most powerful 
hitter. Denning pluckily faced Ashton and landed his left on Ash- 
ton’s head,and napped a tremendous right-hander on the back of the 
neck.

Arnold and posse 
being present and in close proximity to the stage, but Madden al- 
lowed the men to proceed.) Ashton then fellowed up his previous 
advantage and half closed Denning’s eye, which began to bleed. 
Denning was spitting blood all through this round. Time was 
now called and again they went to their corners, Denning covered 
with blood and showing signs of exhaustion through want of condi- 
tion aud the heavy punishment he had received. 

Rounp 6—At the call of time Denning was slow to the scratch, 
while Ashton was the strongest of the two and in the best condi- 
tion. In this round Ashton again forced the fighting, as he had 
done all through the contest, although advised by Billy Madden to 
restrain himself and let Denning do some work. Near the close ef 
the round Denning received a cross-counter which knocked him 
agaicst the scenery. Only two minutes had elapsed when Davis, 
the timekeeper, called time, it being reported Lieut. Arnold and 
his posse were going to stop the affair as Denning was bleeding pro- 
fusely. Wm. E. Harding then advanced to the footlights and 
anvounced that his decision was that Ashton wins. Tre- 
mendous cheering greeted the announcement when Billy Madden 
anuounced that Ashton was the coming champion of the world and 
that be bad deposited $100 with Richard K. Fox to match him 
against ali comers. The contest gave considerable satisfaction be- 
oause it was a genuine affair

Princeton won the toss, and the ball was dribbled to Cowan, who 
passed to Harris, and ten yards were gained. This was the last 
time the ball was down in Yale s half of the field. Peters, the Yale 
captain and snapback, held the ball with both hands each time 
Adams, the Princeton snapback, sought to pass it out. To do sv 
and to interfere with the ball at the same time sufficiently to draw 
it towards himself, every footiall player knows cannot be done 
without playing off-side. Mr. Camp, the referee, who in every 
other respect ruled most satisfactorily to both teams, decided upon 
each appeal of the Princeton captain that Mr. Peters was on side. 
This decision or series of decisions blocked Princeton's play mo-t 
effectually. Only once, twenty minutes after the second half be- 
gun, did Mr. Camp rule Peters cff side and so give Princeton the 
five yards forfeit. If his decision at that time was correct it was 
inconsistent with his former rulings. Princeton played a losing 
game during the entire first half. All her well-practiced tricks 
were rendered ineffective and the spirit seemed gone from the play 
The ball was within her twenty-five yard line most of the time. 
Yale bad several tries at goal and each time a touch in goal was 
made by Princeton. The light quarter-back Beecher, of the Yale 
team, played a most wonderful game, twice nearly securing touch 
downs. During this half Yale played a kicking game and Watkin 
son did all the kicking and did it cleverly. Except by Beech«: 
there was no brilliant play until Watkinson kicked a goal five min 
utes before time was called. The ball rose from between a Prince 
ton rusher’s legs and cleared the bar by two feet. The home team 
did no passing and displayed no half-back play, but notwithstaud 
iug, by their magnificent tackling and never-tiring spirit, they held 
the ball for three-quarters of an hour close te Princeton's go:l. 

Princeton went into the second half, after further unavailing 
P t against the tinued off-side play of Capt. Peters, deter- 
mined to win. In all the games this season there second half has 
been an improvement apon the first. Princeton played a coud 
passing game, kicking and runaing alternating, and runs by H. 
Hodge Lamar and one begun by De Camp and finished by Harris 
brought the ball close to the Yale line. After three downs within 
the 10-yard line. instead of trying for a goal, the ball was given to 
Lamar, who almost scored; but five yards had not been gained 
and the ball went to Yale. The second half was now half over aud 
the ball was slowly rushed by Yale into midfield, where brilliant 
plays were made by Peters, Beecher, Harris, Cowin and R. Hodge 
Wallace distinguished himself by frequently tackling Lamar 
Within some 15 minutes of time a punt from Watkinson was caught 
by Lamar upon the 25-yard line furthest from Yale goal, and dodg 
ing two men close to him he ran through the entire Yale team, 
making a run three quarters the length of the field and scorivg 
Princeton's touchdown between the goal posts. De Camp brought 
out-the ball and R. Ilodge asked if he might kick a goal for prac 
tice, so time was called and a practice goal kicked. A few mv 
ments Jater the winning goal passed over the bar, and the score 
was6to5 in favor of Princeton. For the rest of the game the 
ball remained in midfield. Courtesy and good feeling pre 
vailed and the referee, Mr. Camp, a Yale graduate, has by 1° 
meaus lost his reputation as a most excellent referee, notwithstan:!- 
ing the rulings excepted to by Princeton. The plucky play of th 
Yale team, the good policy they displayed in attempting only th: 
simplest vlays, using their quarter-back almost exclusively for run 
ning and one of their half-backs for kicking, is not to be too mu:! 
admired, Capt. Peters controlled his men beautifully. The caps 
bilities of the Princetons were onlv seen occasionally when the ba:!

half there was a lack of spirit. Every now and then, however, bri! 
liaut runs, followed by quick, unexpected passes and clever dodge 
revealed the real play of the Princeton champion eleven. ‘t!\'+ 
gives Princeton the football championship trophies for both t!:- 
year and last.

After a few minutes Cleary rushed in 
and gotin a stinging blow on Burke’s face, and the 
former had the best of the contest when time was 
called. 

RouND 3—Cleary again forced the fighting, landing 
his lett on Burke's right eye, and tbe latter ccuntered 
on Cleary’s stomach. Desperate fighting tollowed. 
Burke drove Cleary into his corner, where they 
clinched. Cleary closed the round by getting in his 
right heavily on Burke’s ear which sent him stagger- 
ing, and when time was called be was dazed, still suf- 
tering from the effects of the blow which would have 
ended the encounter if time had not been called. 

RounpD 4—Burke changed his tactics and tought on 
the defensive. Burke feinted, and tollowed it up by 
lightly tapping Cleary on the eur, which was again fol- 
lowed by a rattler on Cleary’s nose. The latter then 
fought Burke to the ropes. Sharp fighting followed, 
and neither had any advantage when time was called. 

RounD 5—On time being called Cleary led and land-

Rowunb 6—Cleary forced the fighting, made several 
atte ps to Knock Burke out with his right but failed.
